“Whence Come Wars .. .?” 


There is something pathetic in the 
way humanity raises its wounded head 
after each war with a new determina- 
tién to stop all war. Man repeats, his 
age-old mistake of building without God. 
But there has been of late rather a 
widespread recognition that war is more 


than a material problem. Two outstand- 
ing military leaders have expressed this 
thought, as reported by Time (Sept. 
10). Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur Har- 
ris said: “If you couple the atomic 
bomb with the projected missile you 
have something with possibilities that 
hardly bear contemplation. ... The 
whole world is now in the range of this 
weapon. ... War will go on until there 
is a change in' the human heart and 
I see no signs of that.” At the Japanese 
surrender General MacArthur | said: 
“Military alliance, balances of power, 
League of Nations all in turn failed. . .. 
We have had. our last ro ai If we 
do not now devise some gre and 
more equitable system Arma will 
be at our door. The problem oo 
is theological and involves a spiritual 
recrudescence and improvement of hu- 
man character that will synchronize with 
our almost matchless advance in science, 
art, literature, and all material and cul- 


tural developments of the past two thou- 
sand years. It must be of the spirit if we 
are to save the flesh.” Sir Arthur Har- 
ris has got to the root of the trouble 
(“the human heart”), and General Mac- 
Arthur goes a step farther by pointing 
out that “the problem .. . involves a 
spiritual recrudescence.” These state- 
ments approach two basic truths of 
Scripture, that the human heart is des. 
perately wicked, and that man must be 
born again, and General MacArthur has 
indicated in a number of public utter- 
ances that he knows and believes the 
Bible. Scripture plainly teaches that 
the whole world will never be converted, 
and that wars will mot cease until the 
return of Christ. But we may still hope 
and pray that men like Harris and Mac- 
Arthur, and other leaders, may go still 
farther and recognize that even the hu- 
man heart can be changed by the Gos- 
pel, which “is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth.”

HEN another necessity if the Chris- 
tian ideal in marriage is to be real- 
ized is a genuine love for the person 
you propose to marry. You say at once, 
That is surely obvious. Yes, but how can 
one know he has the sort of love for an- 
other that will make for happy wedded 
life? One wise minister has a set of 
questions he asks young people to put 
to themselves when they contemplate 
marrying. Here are some of theni: 
Are you happy in each other’s pres- 
ence and unhappy in the other’s ab- 
sence? Have you a wealth of things to 
say to each other? If not, your inter- 
ests may be too divergent for you to 
be happily wed. Is there pride in the

other’s appearance and all-round char- 
acteristics? There will be if there is a 
real love for each o Then here is 
a most important q on. Are you 
willing to do without? Marriage often 
means adjusting oneself to limited means 
and straitened circumstances, and de- 
mands a willingness to go without. Peo- 
ple should be sure they love one an- 
other well enough to put up with ‘such 
difficulties in the spirit of happy ‘com- 
radeship. 


The final question this minister asks 
is this: Are you willing to forego per- 
sonal freedom and comfort for the re- 
sponsibility of rearing children? If not, 
it is questionable if one has the quality 
of love needed for a happy, successful; 
and Christian wedded life. The One 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh Psalm says, 
“Lo, children are an heritage of the 
Lord,” and views the coming of little 
ones into a home as a blessing of God. 
But some people today consider the 
bearing and rearing of children a bane 
rather than a blessing, and resort to 
questionable devices to escape the bur- 
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den. But we must get the Bible slant 
on this matter if we want to build a 
Christian home. The love that makes 


for happy and enriching wedded life 


. takes in a willingness to raise a family. 


Now all of this shows that genuine 
love for the one you think of marrying 
must be a very practical thing.. Some 
people imagine themselves in love when 
they are only sentimental. Love to 
them consists of kissing, holding hands, 
and dreaming dreams. But real love is 
intensely practical. It means a willing- 
ness to deny yourself for your loved one. 
And that often entails drudgery and 
self-denial, as.all married people know. 


It often means that'a mother loses sleep, 


caring for a sick child. It means that 
the father takes his share of the home 
cares, responsibilities, and trials to re- 
lieve his wife, and it is under this test of 
the ‘practical that love and sentimental- 
ism are revealed as very different things. 
It takes real love to stand up to the 
self-denial that married life requires. 


But besides mutual respect and self- 
sacrificing love, there is one other thing 
needful in building a Christian home, 
and it is this: both partners to the mar- 
riage should be Christians. How can 
the Lord build the home if by one or 
both partners He is rejected? It is com- 
mon sense as well as good Scripture for 
Christian young people to marry only 
“in the Lord,” as Paul puts it, that is, to 
marry one who is a sincere Christian. 
Otherwise you enter into a union with 
‘someone with whom you have no fel- 
lowship in the deepest and most signifi- 
cant thing in your life, your Christian 
faith, There have been so many cases 
where this important consideration has 
been disregarded, only to be regretted 
afterward. Married people who have no 
fellowship in the realm of faith and 
Christian life may “get along,” through 
mutual respect and tolerance, but they 
cannot know the full blending of life 
with life and sogl with soul which mar- 
riage ought to bring, since at life’s deep- 
est point they are not one. Moreover, 
the Christian partner is under a handi- 
cap, in such a case, when it comes’to 
making the home as fully and richly 
Christian as it might be, and in bring- 
ing ~up children to know and follow 
Christ. 


Then, too, not only does a union of 
belief with wnbelief or indifference fall 
short of the richest that marriage should 
bring, but the unequal yoke of two peo- 
ple of widely different religions has 
made some marriages unsatisfactory if 
not actually unhappy. It is a great 
thing for all concerned when both part- 
ners to a marriage are “heirs together 
of the grace of life,” and walk through 
life happily united in the same church 
fellowship and the same Christian loyal- 
ties. In the home they build here they 
will have a foretaste of the joy and 
fellowship of the Heavenly. Home, and 
homes like that are a crying need every- 
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where, homes that are a bit of Heaven 
on earth. 

Of course, where a mistake has been 
made, and an unequal or unhappy union 
formed, it is then a duty to abide pa- 
tiently in that union, marriage being a 
sacred obligation. We must make the 
best of things as they are. And that 
discipline can be a very wholesome and 
enriching thing in the life and charac- 
ter. In it we can have the help of God. 
If we have made a mistake and ‘will 
acknowledge it to God, we can find His 
pardon, and trust Him for grace to be 
patient and faithful, ever looking to 
Him to overrule all things for the best. 
But there may be years of waiting un- 
der circumstances of much trial before 
we get past the consequences of our mis- 
take, if we ever do entirely. Better then 
to take thought beforehand, to pray for 
the guidance of God in this most im- 
portant matter, and to wait for Him to 
bring into our life the Christian partner 
of His choosing. - Thus shall -we avoid 

heart bitterness. ©

Notes on Open Letters 


Denying “ The Doctrine of Christ” 


Does the “doctrine. of Christ,” men- 
tioned in 2 John 9, refer only to His com- 


ing in the flesh which is specifically . 


spoken of in verse 7, and does the warn- 
ing, in verses 10 and-11- apply only to 
.those false teachers who deny His coming 
in the -fiesh, or should it*be taken to 
apply to all forms of false teaching? Some 
may not dény that He did come in the 
flesh, buf they do not believe or accept 
other ‘truth such as the doctrine of the 
Blood Atonement for sin; which I have 
always believed is of the greatest im- 
portance and the very means of salvation, 

believe. 
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minister who does ‘not see the atoning 
value of our Lord’s death on the cross, 
and does not recognize the fact of sin 
or need of repentance?—An Idaho reader. 


The answer to these questions depends 
on a clear understanding of what is 
meant by “the doctrine of Christ.” It 
includes the basic doctrines of His deity, 
His virgin birth, His incarnation as man, 
His atoning death, His resurrection, and 
His coming again. All these doctrities 
are inextricably linked with His ‘person, 
His work, and His words. When the 
name “Jesus Christ” is used, as John 
uses it in verse 7, it refers to His -human- 
ity and His deity, for as a man He was 
known as Jesus of Nazareth, and 
“Christ” means “the Anointed of God.” 
The whole name shows that the sinless 


“Man of Nazareth was the Messiah, 


prophesied in the Old Testament, and 
sent from God. Even secular history 
recognizes the existence of such a:-man 
as Jesus-of Nazareth, and scarcely any- 
one denies that there was such a person 
who lived and taught in Palestine. But 
there is a very large number of those 
who, while they admire His teachings 
and His life, will not confess that He 
was the Son of God in a unique sense. 

John’s warnings apply tod those who 
deny whatever the Scripture teaches 
about the Lord Jesus Christ. For ex- 
ample, if a man says that he believes 
Jesus Christ came in the flesh, it may 
be necessary in these days to press him 
further, and ask whether he believes 
that Jesus of Nazareth was the unique 
and only begotten Son of God, and God 
manifest in. the flesh. If he accepts this, 
honestly and sincerely, he is not likely 
to deny the blood atonement, Probably 
the two greatest stumbling blocks are 
the truths that Christ was God, and that 
forgiveness of sin comes only through 
His shed blood. Man’s pride rebels. at 
the thought that he is a hopeless, lost 
sinner apart from the atoning work of 
Christ. 

If a minister of the Gospel ‘does not 
believe in the atoning valte of our 
Lord’s death on the cross, and does not 
recognize the fact of sin or need of re- 
pentance, he is not fit for his position. 
He may be kind, gentle, courteous, up- 
right, unselfish, a considerate husband 
and father, well thought of in the com- 
munity, but he has no rtal Gospel ‘to 
preach. He is preaching what Paul called 
“another gospel: .which is not another; 
but there be some that trouble you, and 
would pervert the gospel-of Christ. But 
though we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached unto you, 
let him be accursed. As we said ‘before, 
so say I now again, If any man: preach 
any other. gospel unto you than that ye 
have received, let him be accursed”: (Gal. 
1:6-9). These’ are strong words, but 
there they stand, in the inspired Word:of 
God. And it was against any teaching 
that undermines the Gospel that = 
sounded his warnings.

the Atomic Age

velous power of the atomic bomb 

_ was first revealed to the English- 
speaking people. It was not by mere 
chance that the greatest destructive 
force that has ever been entrusted to 
human hands- was first used against 
Japan. 

Power is the special prerogative of 
God and God alone. “God hath spoken 
once; twice have I heard this; that power 
belongeth unto God” (Psa. 62:11). He 
does not cease to control it even when 
He deigns to delegate it to His creatures. 
When there is a manifestation of power, 
we may say like Jacob, “Surely the Lord 
is in this place,” for He is there doing 
the work Himself. That was what the 
good King Hezekiah discovered when 
the boastful Rabshakeh challenged the 
power of Israel’s God. The victorious 
army of Sennacherib which had never 
known defeat was crushed by a myste- 
rious and overwhelming devastation 
without the interposition of Israel. 


Japan’s Paganism 
It may be remembered that early in 
.the .war Premier General Hideki Tojo 
declared that while the United States 
might rely upon its increasing arma- 
ments of planes, tanks, and cruisers, 
Japan would have the gods behind her. 
The real issue beween Japan and Amer- 
ica was not civilization, but religion. 
+*No nation ever adopted civilization so 
rapidly. and so extensively as the Islahd 
Empire.. But while Japan threw open 
her doors so widely to Western enter- 
prise and acquired so quickly our latest 
improvements in armaments, she utterly 
‘ failed to give the Bible 4 place in the 
program of her development. Less than 
one half of one per cent abandoned 
Buddhism and Shintoism.for Christian- 
ity. .The conflict, then, between these 
two unconquered nations was a battle of 
the gods. God accepted the challenge 
and placed in the hands of His people 
the mysterious weapon which was to 
bring overwhelming devastation with- 
out the loss of a:single American. 

‘The question that is now raised on all 
sides is whether the English-speaking 
people can be trusted with such a de- 
structive force as the atomic bomb. ’ If 
such a powerful weapon has proved suc- 
cessful in ending war, might not its 
possession be the occasion of war? Even 
if its secrets are safeguarded, what as- 
surance is there to the world that it 
might not be misused by those to whom 
it has been entrusted? Are the English- 
speaking people men and women of suffi- 


T’ WAS not an accident that the mar- 


cient character to be entrusted with such 
a great and grave responsibility? Can 
they control themselves? Is it possible 
that like Rome of old, having conquered 
the world, they may not be able to con- 
quer themselves? ’ 

t need surprise no one to find the 
English-speaking people triumphant. in 
the two colossal conflicts of the twen- 
tieth century. England and America ate 
inexplicable apart from the Bible. The 
Anglo-Saxons have been molded by the 
Bible. “The Bible,” said Britain’s most 
illustrious Queen, “is the secret of Eng- 
land’s greatness,” and more than one 
President has declared the same to be 
true ‘of the United States. 

The omnipotent God whom the Bible 
reveals has entrusted to these Bible- 
believing people the power which has 
enabled them to triumph. It is signifi- 
cant that even greater than the omnipo- 
tence of this God is the perfect character 
which controls it. God’s high moral 
character makes it impossible for Him 
to misuse His omnipotence. Character 
is not so much made up of impulses as 
restraints. God’s character prevents Him 
from doing anything that is unjust or 
unkind and He can be trusted. with om- 
nipotence. But what about Britain and 
America? Can we rely upon these 
nations to safeguard such a destructive 
force? 


Can We Control This New Force? 


Shortly after World. War,I, Sir Oliver 
Lodge declared in the Academy of Sci- 
ence in London, concerning atomic 
power, “I pray God that we do not learn 
the lesson of controlling this terrific 
force until we first shall have learned 
the lesson of self control.” Let us face 
the facts. Even before the outbreak 
of this last war, the United States was 
declared to be the most lawless nation 
on earth and had a record for murder 
and juvenile delinquency which even 
Germany and Japan could not approxi- 
mate. Last year Americans consumed 
more than seventy million barrels of 
beer at am expense of seven billions 
of dollars, which is more than one-half 
of. the nation’s expenditure for food, 
clothing, and rent. Today the expense 
of the liquor bill is $54 and of the crime 


bill $111 for every man, woman, and 


child in the United States. 
J, Edgar Hoover of the. Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation recently said: 
“This country is in deadly peril. We 
can win the war and still lose freedom 
for all in America. A creeping rot of 
moral disintegration is eating into our 
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nation. I am not easily shocked nor 
easily alarmed. But today, like thou- 
sands of others, I am most shocked and 
alarmed. The arrests of teen-age boys 


and girls are staggering, and some of. 


the crimes youngsters q@mmit are al- 
most unspeakable.” 

Both Britain and America have at- 
tained to great intellectual heights. They 
have developed the finest public school 
systems in the world, but they have 
sadly neglected the Sunday school, 
which was the one important institution 
for building character. It is because 
these highly favored nations have main- 
tained an educational system that has 
provided intelligence without a corre- 
sponding emphasis on character that 
these appalling conditions prevail. How 
long can the moral integrity of any 
nation be maintained when seven out 
of ten of its future citizens are growing 
up without any religious instruction? 


Need for Revival 


The downfall of the most permanent, 
powerful, and prosperous nations in his- 
tory can. still be averted if all their 
Christian forces are united in furthering 
a program for maintaining the moral 
integrity of the English-speaking people. 
Are we as Americans really concerned 
about the preservation of those princi- 
ples which have made the nation great? 
Are we really alarmed as to the future 
stability and security of our State? Well, 
let it be said, with all emphasis, that 
the winning of the recent war did not 
make the United States safe for democ- 
racy, or make this nation a safe deposi- 
tory» for such a powerful force as the 
atomic bomb. If religion rather than 
rowdyism is to rule the land, the Amer- 
ican. people must be taught the Word, 
and there is no place where this 
can be accomplished more expediently 
than in the Sunday school. Heed again 
the words of J. Edgar Hoover: 

“Crime among youth would be prac- 
tically negligible if the young people 
attended Sunday school regularly during 
their formative years. Surely no one 
cognizant of the true crime situation in 
the United States could be blind to the 
importance of the activities of this in- 


stitution in reducing materially the army 


of youthful offenders and delinquents.” 

To restore the power and prestige of 
the Sunday school, the religious forces 
of both Britain and America must 
unite in furthering a program that will 
have two vital objectives: 


1. Every church must regard the Sun- 
day school as its main enterprise. 
It is far less expensive to operate a 


, Sunday school than a parochial institu- 


tion,. but America will never be made 
safe for democracy through a school 
maintained by the pennies of children. 
State Senator B. L. Eddy of Oregon, in 
“Christianity and Education,” says: 
“The training of the young in the true 
faith is the greatest existing challenge 
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to the Church. If the Church refuses 
to hear and accept the challenge, its in- 
fluence will die out of the world. The 
alternates which the Church faces are 
One of the first prac- 
tical steps tq@ be taken is to convince 
every Protestant church that it should 
raise for Christian education from fifty 
to one hundred per cent of what it raises 
for its minister.” - 

The present enrollment of the average 
Sunday school is only one-third of its 
constituency. If every church is to serve 
the nation to its full capacity, it must 
triple its enrollment. When a church 
finds its constituency limited in the 
neighborhood, it can perform a patriotic 
service to its country as well as a 
missionary service for its denomination 
by organizing and supporting a Sunday 
school in some other community. 
Churches that have their members en- 
gaged in such a missionary enterprise are 
fulfilling the “go ... teach” of the Great 
Commission as well as those whose rep- 
resentatives are all serving on foreign 
soil, Members can support missionaries 
in distant lands, but they can be mis- 
sionaries in the Sunday school. 

2. Every church should enlist and train 
a larger number of members for Sunday 
school work, 

Today not more than eight per cent 
of Protestant church members are teach- 
ing in the Sunday school, and many of 
them are very poorly equipped for their 
work, It takes so much less time and 
expense to prepare a teacher for the 
Sunday school that it is naturally sup- 
posed that the ranks of the Sunday 
school and not the public school would 
contain the‘ larger number of qualified 
instructors. As Senator Eddy says: 

“Why should not consecrated young 
people who do not enlist for full-time 
Christian service be led to prepare them- 
selves for Sunday school teaching which 
can be carried on while following secu- 
lar education? Perhaps one reason why 
this chellenge has not appealed to more 
young Christians is that Sunday school 
work is such a hit-or-miss affair which 
the average congregation does not take 
seriously. In many churches the whole 
attitude toward the Sunday school needs 
changing.” 

The supreme business of the Church 
is the provision and preparation of 
evangelists and the supreme evangelistic 
field of the church is the Sunday school. 
Could we not correctly argue, then, that 
the all-important work of the Church 
is training Sunday school teachers to 
be evangelists? 

For this very purpose the Bible insti- 
tute movement had its conception in the 
mind of that great Sunday school man, 
D. L. Moody. Since 1931 the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association has existed 
not only to prepare every teacher to be 
an evangelist, but to provide institutional 
instruction that would train Sunday 
school leaders as adequately as public 
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school teachers and make them as effi- 
cient lay workers as the graduates of 
theological seminaries are in the ministry. 
One hundred and twenty-four co-operat- 
ing institutions are now turning out a 
constant stream of trained men and 
women, who in all probability will be 
the greatest factor for national security. 


In addition to the trained teachers 
that aré graduating from these co-oper- 
ating schools, thousands are pursuing the 
Preliminary Course in church and com- 
munity classes. So greatly has this work 
grown that for two years the Rev. Har- 
old E. Garner has been giving his time 
exclusively to the work. Within the “ast 
year a new movement has arisen for 
promotion by the institutes of a course 
that can be completed in one year. Not 
only will this Gold Seal Certificate 
Course be offered in the evening schools 
of co-operating institutions, but it is now 
planned to have extension institutes de- 
voting themselves exclusively to this 
type of training. The Baltimore School 
of the Bible is a good illustration. Hav- 
ing doubled its enrollment within six 
months, this enterprising institution is 
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now arranging a co-operative program 
with. the Canton Bible Institute in an- 
other part of the city. The Canton Bible 
Institute is to be advertised through the 
catalogue of the Baltimore School of 
the Bible as offering the subjects of the 
Gold Seal Certificate Course, with the 
privileges of completing the work for 
a diploma another evening of the week 
through the central school. A similar 
arrangement has been made with the 
Port Mission Bible School, which has 
opened up in another section of the city. 
The South Baltimore Bible Institute 
will also offer the Gold Seal Certificate 
Course. Students in these extension 
schools, which meet only one evening a 
week, complete the Standard Training 
Course for a Teacher’s Diploma in the 
Baltimore School of the Bible which 
operates three evenings a week. It is 
expected that through this co-eperative 
program during the coming year 750 
teachers will be enrolled in the Balti- 
more School of the Bible and 1,000 in 
addition will be reached through the 
three extension schools.

How to Increase Attendance 
Seven causes of failure, and their remedies

FTER God used George Mueller -to 

build the orphanages in England, 
it became necessary for George Mueller 
to pray that God would send the or- 
phans. The fields today are white, ready 
to harvest, and it is our boundén duty 
to go into the highways and byways 
and compel men and women, boys and 
girls to come to the Father’s table, that 
His Son may have many sons to bring 
to glory. es, the laborers are few; 
let us, therefore, pray the Lord of the 
harvest that He send forth laborers into 
the harvest. 


That is what it takes: LABORERS, — 
hard work, laboring to increase our Bible 
school attendance. Do we really believe 
that our Bible schools can be enlarged, 
that there are folk in our communities 
not attending Sunday schools? Any 
school that desires to increase its at- 
tendance may realize its ambicion. Hard 
and intelligent work is needed for the 
task by those who believe it CAN be 
done! 


Whose job is it? Is it the sole re- 
sponsibility of the pastor? the Sunday 
school superintendent? The Lord Jesus 
has spoken, “I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 
should remain” (John 15:16). Increas- 
ing *ttendance in our Bible school, then, 
is the ministry of every born-again child 
of God in the school. 

How can this be accomplished? Let 


us consider some,reasons why people 
leave a school. 


1. Faculty Problem.—Next to the 
pupils, the most important single factor 
is the teacher. A class with an irregu- 
lar teacher will soon disappear. It is 
better to dismiss a teacher than to lose 
a class of five or six pupils who may 
leave the school, never to be reached 
again. God’s requirement in stewards 
is that they be “found faithful,” and 
we believe this is a prerequisite for a 
Sunday school teacher. A teacher can 
not be present one Sunday, absent the 
next, come in late with an unprepared 
lesson, and expect to hold the respect, 
interest, and attention and keep up the 
attendance of the class. Next to being 
present every Sunday, is punctuality. 
Many scholars come early to school, and 
this affords opportunities for the teacher 
to have friendly chats with them, help 
them with memory work, and the like. 
In other words, show a personal inter- 
est in the class. Occasionally teachers 
are selected for classes in departments 
where they are not qualified, for exam- 
ple, in the difficult Intermediate Depart- 
ment. If the teacher cannot understand 
Intermediates, the superintendent should 
recognize this and possibly use him else- 
where, or perhaps he just can’t teach and 
could be used in another capacity where 
he ‘will render very good servicg. If 
we do not have a teacher training class, 
we should by all means organize one, 
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so that we shall have a corps of trained 
teachers. 


2. Poor Programs.—What about our 
Sunday programs? Are they cut ahd 
dried? Can the scholars tell beforehand 
just when the hymn will be sung, and 
the Scripture read, and so on? Does the 
superintendent wait for the pianist, and 
is she late, and do we sing “while we 
wait for the others to assemble”? Vari- 
ety is not only the spice of life, but the 
very heart of our programs. Do our 
young people participate in the 
grams? Are they pupil-centered? Edu- 
eators tell us that pupils learn 90 per 
cent of what they DO. Taking part in 
our Sunday school programs allows for 
this 90 per cent. After a change of 
superintendents in one Intermediate De- 
partment, one child went home and told 
her parents how “interesting the pro- 
grams had become,” “what new life they 
had taken on,” and how she “enjoy 
them. Good programs make for in- 
creased attendance, and promptness. The 
pupil knows when he comes there is 
a planned program for that specific Sun- 
day. 


, 3. Poor Organization.—Does our Sun- 
day school association function? Do we 
have officers and rules that are work- 
ing? Does our superintendent have to 
have all the ideas and then carry. them 
out himself? The work is not his alone, 
it is the work of the entire school, and 
must be shared with each member of 
the association. Many hands make light 


the burden, and also make for good 


work. The more the work is properly 
distributed, the greater the accomplish- 
ments. Increased attendance in our 
Bible school can be gotten and main- 
taihed by good workers’ conferences, 
where plans are made, reports given, 
interest stimulated, and the blessing of 
the Lord sought. 


4, No Departmentalization—“To di- 
vide is to grow.” The writer has proved 
that this slogan works. Scholars should 
be in their own age groups, regardless 
of the size of the school. Beginners 
should never be with the Primary chil- 
dren, and Juniors resent being with 
Primaries, and what a pity to take 
Juniors and put them in with adults! 
Not to speak of the attitude of the In- 
termediate. toward the younger, chil- 
dren! We should make every endeavor 
to give the Intermediate Department a 
separate room. Recently the writer 
heard of a Bible school where an Inter- 
mediate boy, aged ‘thirteen, was put in a 
class with those ranging in age over 
thirty. The result: he refuses to attend 
Sunday school. Departmentalize- the 
school with department superintendents, 


‘pianists, secretaries, and good teachers 


with small classes for increased attend- 
ance! In our school, as soon as a class 
increases to above five we. start a new 
class. As I have many times told our 
teacherg, “I want you to make this class 


. 
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5. Poor Conduct.—Boys and girls are 
trained to attend public school every 
day on time and to respect their teachers. 
Should the Bible school expect less? 
We should maintain a high standard, 
certainly as high as the public school, 
and ours ought to be a higher one. A 
Junior boy coming to our Bible school 
from another said, “The children carried 
on so, the teacher couldn’t teach, and 
my mother wants me to come here.” 
Although the child may seem at the 
time to resent discipline, yet in his 
heart he respects the person who makes 
him “mind.” It has been the writer’s 
experience both in summer Bible school 
and Sunday school that children and 
parents want to attend the school where 
there is strict discipline. 


6. Crowded Conditions——Spread out! 
Use every available space in the build- 
ing. As you begin to “divide to grow,” 
ask the Lord for more space. People 
do not like to be crowded, and they 
will not come. As the attendance in- 
creases, step out in faith; make pro- 
visions for larger attendances. If you 
plan for 175, you will get that number; 
if you plan for more, more will come. 


7. Poor Equipment.——What kind of 
room does the Beginner use? Does it 
need to be gleaned? What about the 
paint? Is he comfortable when he sits 
on his chair, or is he sitting on a chair 
that will not permit his feet to touch 
the floor? Are there blackboards, and 
all necessary equipment to present the 
Word of God,in the very best manner? 
What about ventilation and heat? Never 
put little children in the basement. 
Babies are the life of our school, and 
should have the best heated and most 
attractive room in the building. Will- 
ing hands and hearts, scrubbing brush 
and paint will transform many a room 
and encourage the pupils to attend. 

Now the technique for inoreasing at- 
tendance! Have you a Nursery Depart- 
ment? About eight years ago we started 
one (using the pastor’s study as the only 
available space at the time), with an 
excellent first grade schoolteacher in 
charge. This department not only fed 
our Beginners Department, but increased 
the ladies class, and was the stimulus 


for organizing a young mothers class,. 


which began with two mothers and 
reached an enrollment of 6ver forty. We 
have since given the Nursery a lovely 
room and again made a division for the 
Cradle Roll for infants until they can 
sit on a chair. By all means have a 
Cradle Roll Department to increase at- 
tendance. 

Do we have a Home Department, and 
are we reaching a!l we can through this 
department? 

Let us make every endeavor to hold 
our young people through the trying 
adolescent period, encouraging them ‘to 
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particular age group, encourage them to 
visit living, throbbing schools to observe 
and get new ideas. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of a 
good school. Follow up the absentee, 
hold the pupils now enrolled in _ the 
school by constant checking yp. Much 
can be said on this subject. 

One church has a slogan, “Teach all 
you reach —win all you teach.” Every 
person won to the Lord Jesus becomes 
an effective’ worker for Him. Let us 
be evangelistic in our appeal. 

It has been our experience that an 
occasional contest, campaign, or census 
has added a few names to our roll, but 
the above mentioned plans have proved 
to be helpful in a constant steady 
growth. 

“Except the Lord build the house, they 
labour in vain that build it.” Needless 
to say, unless all our labor is bathed 
in prayer and energized by the Holy 
Spirit of God, it will be in vain; but 
with earnest prayer, united, enthusiastic, 
and hard workers, splendid organization, 
consecrated, and trained teachers, there 
will always be growth, and more than 
that, there will be keen interest and 
spiritual power. 

It can be done.

The Lake Whatcom Conference

6¢TS this kind of life only for mission- 

aries?” was the earnest question 
that Mrs. Otis G. Whipple asked her hus- 
band while reading the life story of 
Hudson Taylor. The deep conviction 
that the life of faith was not just for 
missionaries led this then young couple 
into an experience of coming to the end 
of human financial resources only to 
find God faithful in daily supply; it 
meant that their family of three chil- 
dren were taught in the school of faith, 
and it led them to establish a Bible and 
missionary conference unique among the 
many throughout the nation. 

The story of the Lake Whatcom Bible 
and Missionary Conference is the story 
of what God did with a family that was 
led out of the business world into a 
life of faith. It is the multiplication 
of the fruit that falls into the ground 
and dies to self. 

This summer marks the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the Lake 
Whatcom Bible and Missionary Confer- 
ence, popularly known as The Firs. It 
began in 1921, when the Whipple fam- 
ily was led of the Lord to invite friends 
from Seattle and Bellingham, Wash.,.and 
from Vancouver, B. C., to meet with

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
T HAS been said often that it is 
impossible to live a Christian life 
until one has a Christian life to live. 
This is but another way of declaring 
what Scripture so definitely emphasizes, 
that there must be a new birth —a birth 
from above — before we can see or enter 
the Kingdom of God’ (John 3:3, 5). 
What is true of the individual is just 
as true of the home. There can never 
be a real Christian home until the par- 
ents are Christians themselves and so 
are prepared to live Christ before the 
children and to “bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord” 
(Eph, 6:4). But the sad thing is that 
there are many Christian parents who 
seem to forget their own responsibilities 
along this line and so fail miserably in 
the great task of making the home truly 
Christian; and even where parents do 
seek to be faithful, they need to re- 
member that the children have to face 
all kinds of adverse influences in the 
world around them, so they should not 
ppecome discouraged if all the children 
do not respond in the same way to 
Christian instruction. Sometimes truth 
liés dormant in the heart and mind for 
years, and then seems to spring into 
life, and bears abundant fruit. The 
promise is, “Train up [lit., dedicate] a 
child in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it” 
(Prov. 22:6). Cling to the Word, re- 
membering you are dealing with a 
covenant-keeping God, as you pray for 
the children’s conversion. 


The Historical Setting 


Luke describes a truly pious Jewish 
home before the Christian dispensation

began. In the First Epistle to the Corin- 
thians we have the love which, should 
rule in the ideal Christian home set 
forth, and that in the midst of a god- 
less and pagan world, where hatred and 
malice held sway. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 10:38.—“A certain. woman named 
Martha received him into her house.” 
The home at Bethany was one where 
the Lord Jesus Christ was always wel- 
come. Happy is it for us if our homes 
are always prepared to receive Him and 
to recognize His Lordship! 


Verse 39.—“Mary ... sat at Jesus’ feet, 
and heard his word.” Mary delighted 
to take the seat of a learner. She rev- 
eled in the truth Christ came to reveal, 
and found her chief joy in sitting at His 
feet. To some she would seem to be 
dreamy and impractical, but Jesus ap- 
preciated her deep interest in His mes- 
sage and her love for Himself. 


Verse 40.—“Martha was cumbered 
about much serving.” Martha was 
probably the older sister. She was per- 
haps of a more practical turn of mind 
than Mary, and manifested her love by 
service. There was nothing wrong in 
this. Her failure consisted in the fact 
that she became somewhat censorious 
of her sister and allowed herself to be 
anxious and troubled regarding her own 
household duties. There is a touch of 
self-pity in her complaint, “Dost thou 
not care that my sister hath left me to 
serve alone?” 


Verse 41—“Martha, Martha, thou art 
careful and troubled about many things.” 
The Lord’s words were in the nature 
of a gentle rebuke because she had be- 
come so taken up with her work that 
she failed to appreciate, for the moment, 
that which was of greater importance, 
namely, heart-occupation with Christ. 


13 And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but: the 
greatest of these is charity.

Service should never be divorced from 
the spirit of worship. 


Verse 42.—“One thing is needful: and 
Mary hath chosen that good part, which 
shall not be taken away from her.” 
It might be rendered, “Of one thing 
there is need,” that is, the one prime 
necessity is to be subject to Christ in all 
things. This was what characterized 
Mary, and this He would have her con- 
tinue to enjoy. Observe that the one 
thing needful was not the salvation of 
the soul, but heart-enjoyment of Christ. 


1 Cor. 13:4.—“Charity [love] suffereth 
long, and is kind.” In verses 4 to 7 the 
Holy Spirit brings before us the char- 
acteristics of love —a love divinely ‘im- 
planted in the heart by the Holy Spirit 
(Rom. 5:5). This love can eridure pa- 
tiently, and continue to manifest kindly 
consideration and concern for others, 
even when it seems to be quite unap- 
preciated by those upon whom it is 
lavished. Many parents have to face 


such conditions and need grace to love - 


on, even though there seems to be little 
love given in return (2 Cor. 12:15). 


Verse 5.—“Thinketh no evil,” -It-is a 
great mistake to try to judge the motives 
of others. Love will put the best pos- 
sible construction on what seems diffi- 
cult t6 endure or hard to understand. 


Verse. 6.—“Rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but .... in the truth.” Love never gloats 
over the failure of another, but always 
seeks for that which may be commended. 
This is very necessary in the training 
of children. A captious, fault-finding 
spirit and-a quick-tempered “I told you 
so” attitude have a tendency to alienate 
the young and:drive them farther away, 
even. when one is most anxious to win 
them. 


Verse 7.—‘Believeth alt titeies? That 


is, love is not suspicious. It does not 
impute falsity to others without abun-

dant evidence. How greatly do parents 
need to manifest this aspect. of love, lest 
they discourage’ the children and add 
to their willfulness ! 

Verse 8.—“Love never faileth.” So 
long as we are in this world we need 
to exhibit true love, and“when all proph- 
ecy is fulfilled, tongues of every miracu- 
lous character have ceased, and that 
knowledge which is based upon instruc- 
tion shall be ended, love will abide as 
the very atmosphere of that Heavenly 
Home, of which every Christian home 
down here should be a real foretaste. 


Verses 9 and 10.—‘“*We know in part 
. . . but when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall 
be done away.” We are all limited 
greatly while here on earth. Only when 
we reach our Home above will we un- 
derstand perfectly and appreciate to the 
full all God’s ways with us here. 


Verse 11—“When I became a man, I 
put away childish things.” But the man 
heeds to remember he did not begin in 
maturity. Many of us would seek to 
have our children begin where we are 
ready to leave off. Childhood is play- 
time, but always with a view to future 
responsibility. 


Verse. 12—“Then shall I know even 
_ as also I am known,” In that ey when 
faith shall be swallowed up in sight, 
and we see our Lord face to face, we 
shall know and understand all others 
as we ourselves have been known and 
understood of God throughout the years 
of our sojourn on earth. 


Verse 13—“The greatest of these is 
charity [love].” Of the trio of graces, — 
faith, hope, and love,—the last is the 
greatest. because, in a sense, it is in- 
cluded in all the others. “Faith... 
worketh by love” (Gal. 5:6) and it is 
love that stirs the heart to hope. We 


long to see Him who has won our love 


and made us. His own. Love, because 
of perfect fulfillment, will abide when 
all else fades away. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


A Christian home is a sphere where 
love rules and yet where proper dis- 
cipline is maintained. ‘It is in the child’s 
formative years that the deepest and 
most lasting impressions ‘are made; 
therefore, the importance of teaching 
the young, both by precept and example, 
the truth, power, and’ authority of God’s 
Holy Word. _To grow up in a hdme 
where Christ is known and loved and 
God is honored and recognized by daily 
family devotions and consistency of life, 
means more than to be born heir to 
enormous wealth or to inherit a world- 
renowned name or title.. The Christian 
home is a little bit of Heaven; to be 
enjoyed while still on earth. The de- 
cline in family piety is one of the sad- 
dest signs of our times and is the root 
cause of many of the flagrant evils of 
the days we live in.

It takes more than 
four walls and comfortable furniture 
to make a home. Home, in the truest 
sense, is where mutual confidence and 
affection are found. The ideal home of 
Scripture is an abode, whether it be a 
pilgrim’s tent or a grand mansion, where 


the family dwell together in love and - 


harmony, each delighting in the com- 
pany of the others, and all seeking the 
good of the whole. Such homes were 
found in Israel when all the rest of the 
world was steeped in idolatry and where 
fear ruled instead of love. Christ lifted 
home-life onto an even higher plane, 
making it a place of deepest spiritual 
fellowship as well as tender love. The 
ideal Christian home is a scene where 
father, mother, and children enjoy to- 
gether a sense of the divine favor and 
protection, and where the whole family 
honors Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
From such a home the voice of prayer 
and praise will rise ‘up as a continual 
sacrifice day by day. 

Making Family Worship Attractive. 
Parents should be careful so to conduct 
the period of family devotion as to make 
it interesting and helpful to the chil- 
drén.. Select such Scriptures as the 
child mind can grasp. Question the 
children to make sure they understand. 
Let the season of prayer be vital and 
definite. Inquire if the children have 
special requests to bring before God. 
Lead all to feel that it is a great priv- 
ilege, not merely a duty, thus to draw 
nigh to Him.

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The Busy Men's Corner

“Martha received him into her house” 
(Luke 10:38).—Let us not forget that 
it cost her something to welcome Him 
into her home; “for the Jews had agreed 
already, that if any man did confess that . 
he was Christ, he should be put out 
of the synagogue” (John 9:22). 

We have a Christian friend in. Glas- 
gow, Scotland, who, when he visits Lon- 
don, makes it a point to go to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and stand near Holman Hunt’s 
masterpiece of the Lord Jesus Christ 
knocking on the closed door. The text, 
Revelation 3: 20, is painte@ underneath the 
beautiful picture. 

This friend will watch visitors as they 
look upon the picture and just before 
they are ready to leave, he will ‘step 
up and quietly ask: “Have you let Him 
in?” 

Of course the answers he receives are 
varied, but it gives him the opportunity 
of rejoicing with those who have opened 
the heart’s door to Him—and also of 
appealing to the unsaved to “draw the 
bolt, open the door, and let Him in.” 
There can be no Christian home without 
the receiving of Christ into it. 

It is only natural for us to think of 
how much it meant to Lazarus, .Martha, 
and Mary to have the Son of God in their 
They became so intimately ac- 
quainted with Him that Mary could sit 
at His feet to hear His words, and Mar- 
tha didn’t seem to think it out of place 
to chide Him. Bethany became the scene 
of one of the Lord’s greatest miracles 
(John 11), and the scene of His ascen- 
sion (Luke 24:50, 52). 

But how seldom we think of what it 
meant to the Lord Jesus Christ to have 
that home opened to Him when every- 
thing else was closed! (Matt. 21:17; John 
12:1.) , 

“Martha was cumbered about much 
serving” (v. 41).—What' a list of names 
could be substituted for Martha’s in this 
sentence! Service is a God-given priv- 
ilege, but when we are so busy that we 
can be described as “cumbered about 
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much serving,” we are too busy! It is 
time to recall the fact that the Lord 
does not require so much service as 
leaves no time for sitting at His feet. 

The Bible’s illustration of the person 
who was too busy is that of the man 
who said to the king of Israel: “Thy 
servant went out into the midst of the 
battle; and, behold, a man turned aside, 
and brought a man unto me, and said, 
Keep this man: if by any means he be 
missing, then shall thy life be for his 
life, or else thou shalt pay a talent of 
silver. 

“And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him, So shall thy 
judgment be; thyself hast decided it” 
(1 Kings 20:39, 40). 

How many Christians discover when 


.it is too late that being “busy here and 


there” caused them to lose the very 
thing the Lord placed in their care! 


“Mary hath chosen that good part, 
which shall not be taken away from her” 
(v. 42). —We are acquainted with a sister 
in the Lord who was widowed in the 
“old country” when young. She was 
the mother of six children. Despite all 
the time and care bestowed on her fam- 
ily, she habitually sat at thé feet of the 
Lord Jesus and heard His Word. 

She ‘brought her fatherless family 
across the ocean against the protests of 
less spiritual friends. She has had the 
joy of. seeing all the children saved and 
going on happily with the Lord. 

Continuing her practice of sitting at 
the Lord’s feet she yirtually lives with 
the Bible characters and finds the Word 
more than a satisfying portion, although 


all but one of her children have mar-' 


ried and established homes of their own 
—some of them great distances from 
er. 

. At present she is well along in years 
and confined most of the time to her 
cottage; but if someone speaks to—her 
about béing lonely, she will invariably 


‘say, “I don’t understand how anyone 


who possesses the Bible can be lonely !” 
It is very manifest to all who know her 
that she hath chosen that good part 
which shall not be taken from her. 

“Love suffereth long, and is kind” (1 
Cor. 13:4, R.V.).—We knew a Christian 
barber who so thoroughly loved 1 Corin- 
thians 13, that in addition to his regular 
reading and studying of the Scriptures, 
he read that.chapter every day of his 
life for many years. 

Needless to say, the Spirit ‘of God 
made the truth of the chapter very ef- 
fective to him—for he was a brother 
beloved by many—and it seemed the 
easiest thing imaginable for him to call 
even unlovable brethren “beloved breth- 
ren,” and mean it! 

“Seeketh not her own” (v. 5).—The 
Lord Jesus Christ is often spoken of by 
those who know Him as the personifica- 
tion of love. He has many attributes, 
but love is His hature. And how beau- 
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tifully this entire chapter points us to 
Him! His name can be substituted for 
“charity” throughout the chapter. _ He 
has exemplified love in its every func- 
tion and characteristic. Truly He did 
not seek His own glory — but He sacri- 
ficed Himself for us! Let us not be like 
those described in Philippians 2:21 who 
“seek their own, not the things that are 
Jesus Christ’s.”

the living room, the bathroom (look at . 
the tooth brushes, each hanging in its 

place); ‘Father goes to his business at a 
certain time each morning—and back 
in the evening; the children are off to 
school by the clock, lunches prepared, 
or lunch money provided—or, if pos- 
sible, back at noon for lunch — then back 
home in the afternoon.

My Errect on My Home 


AST week we thought of the badék- 
ground of our home and its effect 
on us. Now let us look at our effect as 
individuals upon the home. What does 
your family mean to you? What:do 
you mean to your family? Are you 
trying to give them your best in loyalty 
and service? 
cretely their contributions to your hap- 
piness and growth? 
In our text we have two women who 
felt so much at home in their home that 


Do you appreciate cen-, 
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each went ahead with her own interests 
in a natural, unrestricted, delighted 
manner. It was not until Martha began 
to think more of herself and her. serv- 
ice than of the One whom she prepared 
to serve that she became “anxious and 
worried” (Weymouth), and brought a 
break in the harmony of home life. What 
did she need? She’ must give Christ 
Himselfsfirst place in her devotion rather 


' than her activity for Him. Then only 


would the “many things” that occupy 
a homemaker’s time find their proper 
relationship to one another, We must 
not forget that at the time of Lazarus’ 
death, Martha made a good, clear con- 
fession when she said, “Yea, Lord: I 
believe that thou art the Christ, the Son 
of God” (John 11:27). 

We find in this story a four-part pro- 
gram. for members ofa home in their 
relationship with one another. This pro- 
gram would vary with different families 
and their needs and customs, and with 
the same family at different times. In 
this program we notice: 

Work—Martha busy with dinner prep- 
arations. 

Leisure time activity—Mary visiting 
with her Guest. 

Associations — Martha’s worry ex- 
pressed through her criticism of Mary. 

Inspiration—Christ giving counsel and 
provision for victory. 

The class might like to analyze these 
factors by means of a quiz: 


How may a Christian. girl best serve 
her. family?—How can the work’ in 
the home be distributed so that each 
may share in making the home ‘run 
smoothly? Does she rotate various 
chores with others in the home? - What 
chance is given for development of -re- 
sponsibility, initiative, and group .co- 
operation? Is» work cheerfully and 
promptly accomplished?

them for a time of Christian fellowship 
on the shores of Lake Whatcom, near 
Bellingham. 

The development of the work could 
be traced from the point of view of 
material growth. From a small, pri- 
vately owned cabin in a ‘wooded lot to 
a large conference grounds with pub- 
lic ‘buildings, dormitories, cabins, and 
residence homes for workers, it has 
grown with the expanding need. A 
small group of friends gathered for 
informal Bible study. -at the first con- 
ferences; now hundreds find rest for body 
and soul each year in the general con- 
ference and the Christian workers’ con- 
ference in the summer and in young 
people’s conferences during the winter 
and spring ‘months. 

Its growth might be traced by watch- 
ing the residence staff of workers en: 
large to meet the demands of its ex- 
panding ministry... In addition to the 
ministry of conferences, staff members 
have conducted Bible classes in rural 
areas, ministered in churches, brought 
men of marked missionary, teaching, or 
@vangelistic gifts to the Northwest to 
More re- 
céntly the work of reaching high school 
young people for Christ through the 
Yourig’ Life Campaign has become an 
outstanding ministry. 

From the first fireside meeting, when 
a number of earnest young Christians 
dedicated their lives to the Lord, down 
to. the present, The Firs has been instru- 
mental in touching unnumbered lives for 
God: Many churches in the homeland 
and ‘many foreign mission fields are in- 
debted, humanly speaking, to the min- 
istry of The Firs for their messengers 
of Jesus. Christ. Not only have scores 
of Christians dedicated their lives to 
full-time service, but hundreds have 
found Christ as Saviour through the 
méssage heard and seen at The Firs. The 
number will never be known, because 
record keeping of results has been de- 
liberately avoided. 


- = ‘Whereas the work of The Firs may be 
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graphically represented through its 
beautiful grounds, its consecrated staff 
of workers, and the large numbers who 
attend and are blessed by. its confer- 
ences, the real heart of the work can best 
be traced by the growth of the spiritual 
life that underlies it. Visitors are al- 
ways impressed with the sense of being 
upon hallowed ground ‘while at the con- 
ference. Speakers who make the round 
of conferences frequently remark about 
the deep sense of spiritual oneness that 
binds the workers of the conference to- 
gether. 

Underlying the Lake Whatcom Bible 
and Missionary Conference is dedication 
of life. That “this kind of life,” —the 
life of dependence upon God,—is not 
just for missionaries is the keynote of 
the spiritual experience of Mr. and Mrs. 
Whipple, their family, and of the whole 
conference... Each worker added to the 
staff entered into the life of faith, and 
all have found God faithful. 

Along with dedication of life, God 


- called for dedication of property. “With 


what could they serve God?” was a ques- 
tién borne in on the heart of Mrs. Whip- 
ple.. Using the question put to Moses 
of old, “What is that in thine hand?” the 
Lord. indicated to Mrs. Whipple that the 
small cabin_in the wooded lot, high upon 
the shores of Lake Whatcom, was what 
she could give to Him for His use. It 
had been given to her by her husband. 
It became the nucleus of the conference 
grounds. 

Around it friends bought property and 
built summer or permanent homes, and, 
through gift and purchase, additional 
grounds. were added until now the con- 
ference owns thirteen acres, including 
a splendid bathing beach. 

The conference has.always been mis- 
sionary minded. Elden and Lois Whip- 
ple, serving under the China Inland 
Mission, among scores of others received 
their missionary vision through the min- 
istry of The Firs. 

The work of the conference is gov- 
erned by a council made up of conse- 
crated Christian men and women. Noth- 
ing is done by way of business unless 
it is approved by unanimous vote. This 
has sometimes resulted in’ slowing down 
getting things done, but it has developed 
and preserved a spirit of Christian unity 
which proves to be a chief.source of 
blessing and: power at The Firs. 

On one occasion, it was proposed that 
an available and highly desirable piece 
of beach property be purchased. The 
money was in hand with which to make 
the purchase, but there was the feeling 
on the part of some that this money 
might be better used in improvement of 
certain housing facilities. ’ 

One of the younger members of the 
council with an eye to, the needs for 
recreation for the young people com- 
plained to Mr. Whipple about the delay, 
and expréssed' a wish that something 
be done about it. He replied, “It is not

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so important that we get or do not get 
this property as it is to preserve the 
unity of the Spirit in our council.” The 
unity was preserved, and in due time 
the property acquired. 

The. Whipples gave themselves, their 


‘ family, and their property to the Lord. 


A work built.upon simple dependence 
upon God was thus started. Attracted 
to it have come other workers. whose 
lives God has touched, and out from The 
Firs have gone uncounted hundreds to 
dedicate their lives to Christian service.

INE-YEAR-OLD Shafi didn’t know 

just what it was all about. He 
listened as his father and the other man 
talked together. 

“What do the missionaries mean? True, 
we are of the ‘outcastes,’ whom all India 
despises, but are we not baptized Chris- 
tians?

1. Today’s Moral Crisis in American 
Life (Rom. 1:16-25, 28-32)

HE word “crisis” comes from a Greek 
word that means “to separate.” A 
crisis is a turning point or a decisive 
moment which separates a certain state 
er condition from a decidedly better or 
worse state or condition. We speak of the 
crisis in an illness as the turning point 
after which the patient improves or gets 
worse. We think of a business crisis as 
the critical time after which the pericd 
of prosperity slumps into a period of 
depression, or vice versa. 
4 
Wars have long been recognized as 
moral crises. There are many reasons why 
war brings abqut a definite slump or let- 
down in morality. Young men, and. in 
the war that has just ended many young 
women also, accustomed to the shelter 
and restraining influences of the home, 
have been removed to situations where 
these restraints were not possible. In 
many cases they have been thrown in 
contact with other young men and 
women whose moral standards were 
quite different from the ones to which 
they were’ accustomed in their home 
circle of friends. Many have been con- 
fronted with temptations that would 
rarely be met at home. They have had 
to face long, fatiguing periods of train- 
ing, physical and mental weariness, ex- 
treme danger, and sometimes acute suf- 
fering, all of which have tended to break 
down resistance to temptation and pave 
the way for moral let-down. Even sin- 
cere and earnest Christian young men 
and women have found, upon entering 
our armed forces, that intensive training 
and military regulations have made dif- 
ficult, if. not impossible, regular, private 
devotions, and thus good habits of long 
standing have been interrupted. 
® “we 
Now these young men and young 
women are coming back into civilian 
life. Will they seek out the old paths 
of Christian faith and practice or will 
they yield to the temptation to take the 


_easier ways of carelessness and indiffere 


ence? Will those who have met and 
become used to -lower ‘standards of 
morals in the conduct and conversation 
of their companions during the war, be 
satisfied to choose as their friends and 
companions those who have similar 
standargs, or perhaps adopt these stand- 
ards for themselves? 
% 
And what will these retufning young 
folks find at home, when they again take 
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up civilian life? ‘Will they find that 
those who have stayed at home while 
they have gone to war have reached 
higher levels or, at least, have main- 
tained the standards of pre-war days? 
Or will they find that the pressure and 
stress of long hours of overtime work, 
difficulties of working and housing con- 
ditions, and the temptations that accom- 
pany higher incomes have resulted in 
the neglect of God’s. house, a loosening 
of the family ties; and a greater desire 
for the material things of life? 


Everywhere we are hearing warnings 
against the rising tide of juvenile delin- 
quency. Drunkenness and intemperance 
are certainly on the increase as {s also 
the use of tobacco. The divorce courts 
are doing a land-office business, and 
more and more the observance of the 
Lord’s Day is passing into the discard. 
Laber and capital are at one another’s 
throats, each determined to achieve its 
own selfish ends at any cost. Truly 
these are crisis days, and as our Scrip- 
ture lesson from Romans 1 plainly shows 
us, adisregard of God leads to abandon- 
ment by God. America is called a Chris- 
tian nation. This continent was settled 
and colonized largely by Christian men 
and women who-sought opportunity to 
worship God after the dictates of their 
own hearts. For many years God was 
recognized in the life of her people and 
in her educational institutions. America 
has been endowed with enormous natu- 
ral resources that have brought her to 
the high place of political and military 
leadersiip. But already she is far along 
the way to forgetting God and His Word 
in her institutions of learning, in her 
dealings with other nations, in politics, 
and in her home life. 


If, in these post-war days America 
continues to forget God and sinks down 
farther in the morass of immorality and 
sin. instead of accepting the God-given 
challenge before her to be an example 
of righteousness and morality among the 
nations of the world, God has but one 
course, and that is to abandon America 
to her evil ways. He cannot honor the 
nation. that does not honor Him, and 
unless America stops short and turns 
back to God she will take her place 
eventually with Egypt, Greece, and 
Rome, and all other world powers that 
have failed to acknowledge and serve 
the One in whose hands are all the 
nations of the earth.
